ily , then pulled up abruptly a- 
cro ss the fro nt o f ano ther air­ 
craft in the fo rmatio n. 
“ The cripnled

do wn immediately . The seco nd 
plane flew lev el fo r almo st o ne 
minute, then went o ut o f co n­ 
tro l and no sed into the gro und. 
The announced deah toll would 
make this the fourth worst air dis­ 
aster in history . A total of 129 IT 
S. Serv icemen died in the flaming 
wreckage of a Cl24 Globemaster 
n^ar Tokv o in 1953. In 1952 an­ 
other C124 crashed on taking off 
from Larson Air Force Base, in 
Washington State, killing 87 . In 
1950, a commercfal olane carry ing 
soccer fans crashed at 
Cardiff.

The Standard be­ 
liev es it has an obligation to lay before its family of readers the 
facts. 
There are none so blind as those who will not see and those who 
shrug and sa v it doesn’t concern them only ex p ose their ignorance 
because it DOES concern ev ery body and whether they like it or 
not the law say s they must help p ay to educate the y oung genera­ 
tion ev en though they hav e no children of their own. 
YOU, if y ou are a resident and p rop erty owner, real or p ersonal, 
within the boundaries of District R-6 are going to help p ay tp edu­ 
cate the children of this district. That is fact No. 1. 
YOU hav e the op tion of lightening the burden on y our own p ock- 
etbook and p rop erty and that is fact No. 2. 
So sit down with The Standard and take a look at some v ery in­ 
teresting facts, and figures. 
According to the best informed school authorities in our own 
district (not some foreign locality , mind y ou), the school p op ula­ 
tion, i.e., the y oungsters who go to school, is steadily increasing 
y ear by y ear. Faster, in fact, than the district can p rov ide adequate 
funds to p rop erly educate them. 
Although our p ublic schools arc termed ‘free schools’ that is the 
understatement of the ages because it costs money and real money 
to educate just one child from the first grade through high school— 
ap p rox imately $2.400. Last y ear the av erage daily attendance was 
2,9 16.5. Multip ly 2,9 16.5 by § 200 (the av erage y early cost p er p u­ 
p il) and y ou hav e the answer to what it costs to educate OUR chil­ 
dren one y ear. 
In the p ast each district, by law, has had to raise a p ortion of 
this education cost by lev y ing a tax on the p rop erty of the resi­ 
dents of the district and the state has furnished a certain p ortion, 
based on the av erage daily attendance. And, mark this, it has nev ­ 
er been enough and becomes increasingly less adequate each y ear 
as the school p op ulation zooms. 
After y ears of careful study and figuring the legislature p rop oses 
a p rogram that should solv e a lot of school districts’ p roblems. 
It p rop oses first that the v oters p ass a 2 cent tax p er p ackage 
on cigarettes. 
Second it p rop oses the v oters ap p rov e the “Foundation Plan” 
and here is this “Foundation Plan” as it ap p lies to us, the p eop le 
who liv e in and are resp onsible for the education of the children of 
School District R-6. 
First. The foundation p rogram is in three p hases. 
I. It p rop oses a set sum of $110 be p aid to each school district 
for each of the p up ils in av erage daily attendance the p receding 
y ear, so get a p encil and p ap er and set this down: 
2,9 16.5 times $110 — equals 
$320,8 15.00 
From this must be deducted: 
(a) $1 for each $100 v aluation or 
8 9 ,000.00 
(b) County and Township funds, or 
1,648 .00 
(c) 
Railroad and Utility tax es, or 
53,323.00 
(d) Intangible tax es, or 
7 ,412.00 
So from that $320,8 15.00 take off 
$151,38 3.00 
That leav es us $169 ,200, and to this add Phase II. 
Phase II is the Teacher incentiv e funds. For ev ery teacher with 
from 9 0 to 119 college hours, $100; for those with 120 to 149 hours, 
$200 and for those with 150 hours or more, or a master’s degree, 
$300. Thus, in our own district it would mean 
20 times $300 or 
$ 6,000.00 
7 6 times $200 or 
15,200.00 
30 times $100 or 
3,000.00 
and this makes a total of $24,200 to add on. 
This brings us to Phase III of the p rogram, or the flat grant of 
$7 5 to ev ery district p er child, which in our district Wftuld mean 
2,9 16.5 times $7 5 or $218 ,7 37 .50. 
And so, condensed, here’s what it means, to THIS district to 
p ass the Foundation p rogram: 
Phase I 
$320,8 15 .00 
Less deductio ns 
15 1,38 3.00 
$16 9 ,432.00 
Add Phase II 
24,200.00 
Add Phase III 
218 ,7 37 .5 0 
And it means, fo r R-6 
$412,36 9 .5 0 
p rov ided the funds are av ailable to fully meet all p rov isions of 
the p rogram. Those who should know believ e that in the first y ear 
of the bi-ennium, with the increase in the allotment to 37 *2 p er 
cent from the general rev enue fund; p lus the cigarette tax IF it 
p asses October 4, 
p lus the anticip ated increases in collections 
through a more v igorous collection of income and sales tax es and 
through the increased v aluations that the state will hav e av ailable, 
in 19 56 enough money to tinance 80 p er cent of the p rogram. 
That would mean for OUR district $329 ,8 9 5.20. 
So, it is strictly up to YOU, Mr. and Mrs. Voter, whether y ou 
adop t the easier way of meeting the rising costs of education for 
YOUR children. You are going to hav e to p ay for it and if the cig­ 
arette tax fails to p ass and, as is confidently ex p ected, the Founda­ 
tion Program p asses, the money will hav e to come from somewhere 
to finance it. Without the cigarette tax it means either an increase 
in the sales tax ; the gasoline tax ; the income tax or further in­ 
creases on YOUR p rop erty tax es.

Conditions change rap idly , Car­ 
ter p ointed out, in families that 
receiv e ADC and only by keep ing 
a close check on them can the de­ 
p artment be certain that ADC is 
not being p aid out where it is not 
needed, or, in fact, is unjustified. 
The p arent who runs off may 
come home of his own v olition 
and assume his resp onsibilities. Or 
there may be changes in the fam­ 
ily status that would warrant a 
change in p ay ments. 
“I fav ored a law,” Carter said 
“that would make child desertio n 
and the crossing of a state line a 
federal offense. To me it is just 
as serious a crime for a father to 
run off and go into another state, 
leav ing his children to be cared 
for by the state as it is to steal 
an automobile and driv e it across 
a state line.” 
Steady Increase 
Taking the figures across the 
nation of funds sp ent for Aid to 
Dep endent Children, it is p lainly 
ev ident there has been a steady in­ 
crease ev ery y ear in ev ery state 
ex cep t Montana. 
Coming down to Missouri, ADC, 
for all reasons, showed 
an in­ 
crease ev ery month ex cep t last 
month, since Dec., 1953, and the 
ADC load increased in the p ast 12 
months, by 7 .6 p er cent. Nation­ 
ally , in the p ast 12 months, there 
was a 9 p er cent increase in ADC. 
“It is a growing p roblem,” Car­ 
ter said, “esp ecially since the ab­ 
sent p arent clause became effec­ 
tiv e and the state must do some­ 
thing to slow down the increase.

“The legislature looked into this 
p roblem at it' last session, but 
had to abandon A because it cculd

Last week we mentioned some 
of the problems brought about in 
housing a high school enrollment 
of about 730 pupils which is the 
expected high school enrollment 
this fall, in a building which was 
very crowded last year with 100 
fewer boys and girls. Lockers or 
book compartments for 700 people 
are not available nor is 
there 
of the added enrollment this year, 
space to place them in the corri­ 
dors. In an effort to provide space 
for the books and school materials 
we are building 
book 
compart­ 
ments which will be fastened to 
the wall above some of the coat 
racks. Each freshman student will 
be assigned one 
book 
compart­ 
ment. These 
com partm ents 
are 
open and cannot be locked; but 
this should present no particular 
difficulty if each pupil will pay 
reasonable attention to caring for 
his own property. In the past, we 
have had several comolpmts of 
book thefts, but investigation us­ 
ually revealed that the books were 
misplaced or lost through care­ 
lessness of the owner. 


Although' we make every effort 
to prevent loss of personal prop­ 
erty and take positive disciplinary 
action if theft is proven, we cannot 
take any responsibility for books, 
clothing or other property of stu­ 
dents. Parents are asked to im­ 
press upon their children that the 
sole responsibility of caring for 
personal property is that of the 
owner. 


The report of the annual school 
audit is an impressive volume of 
some 29 large pages and several 
thousand entries. It accounts for 
the receipt and disbursement of 
all school funds and reveals among 
other things that $631,422.55 was 
spent for education by this school 
district during the school year end­ 
ing June 30, 1955.

Probes Cost 
Of Child Aid 


Special Agents Asked 
To Make Close Check 
On Runaway Parents 


Spurred by the rising amount of 
funds expended by the state for 
Aid to Dependent Children 
and 
the sharper increase noted 
since 
the enactment of the ‘absent par­ 
ent’ clause, the Missouri Depart­ 
ment of Welfare, according to an 
exclusive 
interview with 
The 
Standard, Proctor N. Carter, de­ 
partment director, 
is making a 
determined effort to make a clos­ 
er check of the rolls and weed 
out those who may be taking ad­ 
vantage of the law. More import­ 
ant from the department’s point 
of view', he w'ill attempt also to 
discover wrhat families have been 
deserted, w'here the errant par­ 
ents may have gone 
and take 
steps to bring them back to as­ 
sume their responsibilities and in 
any event, penalize them for de­ 
fection. 
Special agents, or undercover 
investigators have been, or 
are 
being hired to go into Scott. But­ 
ler, Dunklin, Mississippi and Pe­ 
miscot counties to w'ork with the 
county staff. Carter said, and to 
make special investigations of all 
cases that appear at all sn pinions 
and, with the aid of the prose­ 
cuting attorneys of these coun­ 
ties, legal actions w ill be taken 
where warranted. 
Increase Calls 
In addition, because of the phy­ 
sical inability of the staffs of the 
various county welfare offices to 
make them, the additional case 
workers, who have just been add­ 
ed throughout 
Southeast 
Mis­ 
souri, w'ill pay particular atten­ 
tion to those receiving ADC and 
increase the number of calls made 
on such families. 
Taking a look at the ADC fig­ 
ures for Scott county in the first 
six months of this year here is 
what w'as reported on the month­ 
ly reports by Mrs. Ruth Scott, di­ 
rector of the county welfare of­ 
fice:

Conditions change rapidly, Car­ 
ter pointed out, in families that 
receive ADC and only by keeping 
a close check on them can the de­ 
partment be certain that ADC is 
not being paid out where it is not 
needed, or, in fact, is unjustified. 
The parent who runs off may 
come home of his own volition 
and assume his responsibilities. Or 
there may be changes in the fam­ 
ily status that w'ould warrant a 
change in payments.

To me it is just 
as serious a crime for a father to

Steady Increase 
Taking the figures across the 
nation of funds spent for Aid to 
Dependent Children, it is plainly 
evident there has been a steady in­ 
crease every year in every state 
except Montana. 
Coming down to Missouri, A.DC, 
for all reasons, showed an in­ 
crease every month except last 
month, since Dec., 1953, and the 
ADC load increased in the past 12 
months, by 7.6 per cent. Nation­ 
ally, in the past 12 months, there 
was a 9 per cent increase in ADC.

ABOUT 
OUR SCHOOLS

Last w’eek we mentioned some 
of the problems brought about in 
housing a high school enrollment 
of about 730 pupils which is the 
expected high school enrollment 
this fall, in a building which was 
very crowded last year with IOO 
fewer boys and girls. Lockers or 
book compartments for 700 people 
are not available nor is 
there 
of the added enrollment this year, 
space to pkace them in the corri­ 
dors. In an effort to provide space 
for the books and school m aterials 
we are building 
book 
compart­ 
ments which will be fastened to 
the wall above some of the coat 
racks. Each freshman student will 
be assigned one 
book 
com part­ 
ment. These 
com partments 
are 
open and cannot be locked; but 
this should present no particular 
difficulty if each pupil will pay 
reasonable attention to caring for 
his own property. In the past, we 
have had several comolrmts of 
book thefts, but investigation us- 
I ually revealed that the books were 
I misplaced or lost through carc- 
! lessness of the owner. 


Although we make every effort 
to prevent loss of personal prop­ 
erty and take positive disciplinary 
action if theft is proven, we cannot 
take any responsibility for books, 
clothing or other property of stu­ 
dents. Parents are asked to im­ 
press upon their children that the 
sole responsibility of caring for 
personal property is that of the 
owner. 


The report of the annual school j 
audit is an impressive volume of 
some 29 large pages and several 
thousand entries. It accounts for 
the receipt and disbursement of 
all school funds and reveals among 
other things that $631,422.55 was 
spent for education by this school 
district during the school year end­ 
ing June 30, 1955.
